He quickly rose through the 
ranks to assistant professor, associate professor of biology, acting chairman of the Division of Natural Sciences and 
the chairman. 

His work has earned him the distinction of membership to numerous scientific organizations, including the New 
York Academy of Sciences, the Louisiana Academy of Sciences, Beta Kappa Chi Scientific Honor Society, the 
American Association for the Advancement of Sciences and many, many more. He has presented research papers to 
the National Institute of Health, and is presently serving as regional director of the institute. He has also been a 
guest lecturer at several universities. 

Dr. Sutton is listed in the 11th edition of "American Men of Science” and the 12th edition of "Who’s Who in 
the South and Southwest.” 

Dr. Sutton’s community and civic involvement is attested to by his membership in many organizations. He is on 
the board of directors of the National conference of Christians and Jews, the Urban League of Greater New Orleans 
and the New Orleans Development Services, Inc. 

For his achievement in the world of science, his dedication to his alma mater, his rapport with his students and 
for his civic and community involvement, we think it highly appropriate to honor Dr. Sutton.

President's Message 

on 

The Dawning of a New Day 

The past decade had all of the promise to bring this nation to the first full fruition of its earliest birthright as 
symbolized by the apparent success of the social, legal and educational efforts which culminated a half century of 
struggles and victories in the Civil Rights movement. Those efforts aimed to unify our society by making opportu- 
nity, justice, education, achievement and dignity a common bond and quest of all Americans. Instead, by 1966 the 
whole process was suddenly twisted into a new pattern of violence, abrasiveness, polarization and heightened racism 
and intolerance in all groups of our society. This distortion virtually reduced both the meaning and essence of Civil 
Rights to a mockery. 

There is now a further threat of possible complete regression to a totally resegregated society. Each group in this 
nation seems to have its own way of contributing to that result. Both the threat and the pattern over the past six 
years have been no less real than was seen almost a century ago when the Reconstruction Period was suddenly 
nullified along with all of the hard won gains of the anti-slavery organizations and the missionary associations which 
among their other good works had founded this institution and her sister institutions and chartered them to be the 
first institutions in the South to provide opportunity and learning for all persons regardless of race or color. The 
total segregation of our society which later crystallized, was as brutal in its human cast as the prior period of 
slavery had been. 

In spite of the present threat of general national regression, there is here in the South genuine evidence of the 
dawning of a new and truer Civil Rights commitment and a new development of sound social, political, economic 
and educational leadership patterns which will again point toward the search for that original realization of unity 
and dignity. Paradoxically, it is coming because of the realization of the tremendous cost currently being paid by all 
Americans during this brief period of sacrifice of total integrity. 

Unfortunately it was the good people in higher education and in the intellectual and spiritual leadership of the 
nation who undertook the major leads away from the Civil Rights commitment and toward the confusion which 
presently prevails. They are as responsible as any others for the fact that we came so close but did not achieve the 
moral and national goals that were possible. Paradoxically also these people and their organizations were mainly 
outside of the South while the South itself was making sound progress. 

Both higher education institutions and persons trained in higher education played a large part in returning our 
nation to the same condition of intolerance that we left ten years ago. Our nation now finds itself as polarized as 
ever before right at the time that our society should have its highest commitment to unification and its greatest 
opportunity to become one nation under God by respecting all men and women for their inherent worth, and by 
providing to all persons the maximum opportunity for both self-development and beneficial contributions to others 
as brothers in mankind. 

We think that enough people now see quite clearly the danger of the history of a century ago repeating itself. 
They will not want the present and future generations of Americans subjected to that repetition. 

Yes, we faintly but confidently see change in the present confused climate. The best sign of that change is 
reflected in the new quality of seriousness and in the enhanced appearance of commitment to personal achievement 
by Dillard University students. They are reflecting a renewed faith and a renewed hope. They are in their own 
modest way re-heralding the almost missed new day. For this we are most grateful and significantly renewed in the 
faith that we as a nation will some day come together and be a nation in reality, in mutuality and in brotherhood 
one with another.
